The early Reports of this Institution repre- 
sented the echolars as being, for the moat 
part, very intelligent and promising, not only 
as compared with other blind persons, bat 
as compared with seeing and they 
certamly were more so than any succeeding 
classes have been. The same thing 
been remarked im other schools , the first 
scholars received are y the best, and 
there are seme reasons why they should be en 
To say nothing of the zeal with which both 
teachers and scholars usually set out upon a 
new enterprise, there are some ober reasons 
why the first class in a new establishment 
should be of superior abality. The proposal

| traordinary . proposal ae that of teaching 
blind children to read and write, would ap-
